T_2 . (SBU)  On  April  18,  Econoff  shared  reftel  points  regarding 
a common  line  proposal  with  Bollen,  who  is  also  Coordinator 
Debt  Issues,  Ministry  of  Finance  and  the  Dutch  representative 
to  the  Paris  Club.  Bollen  said  the  common  line  "might  not 
work, " as  the  decision  process  requires  consensus  and  if  one 
party  objects  the  proposal  is  "dead." 
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
